Short Rows 

There are differenttechniquesforshort rows. 

The method used in this pattern is sometimes referred 
to as German short rows. 

When you come to the last stitch of the short row, turn 
the work. With the yarn in front slip 1 stitch purlwise 
from the LH needle to the RH needle. Take the yarn 
to the backoverthe RH needle tuggingtheyarn so 
that the 2 legs of the stitch below the slipped stitch 
are raised and wrap over the RH needle, this stitch is 
referred to as 'double stitch’. The reason for tugging the 
yarn this way is to avoid having gaping holes around the 
short rowturns. 

Proceed to knit as per the instructions. On the next row 
where you come to knit the 'double stitch’, you must 
knit it as one stitch by inserting the RH needle through 
the left of both legs, similar to k2tog stitch. 

PATTERN NOTES 

The scarf is knitted using 2 strands of yarn throughout. 
Except for section A where the 2 strands are from the 
same yarn, the other sections are knitted combining 
2 different shades of yarn 

The scarf is knitted sideways. It consists of 3 sections 
(A, B & C) of a total of 21 clusters of short rows (A1, A2,... 
C6) to create the wavy design, and between these 
sections are separators knitted in basic lace pattern. 
The chart shows the make up of the scarf in the S 
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3 sections and the placement of the 21 clusters 
of short rows. 

The pattern calisfor the use of five markers. This is 
of utmost importance as the instructions are given 
relative to these markers. The number in parentheses 
at the end of each increased row represents the total 
number of stitches on both needles at end of the row, 
includingthose stitches not knitted in the case of 
short rows.

With two strands of Yarn A held together, 
cast on 1 76 sts, placing a marker after 
every 44 sts (3 markers placed total).

Spinning 

with Pride 

With the 200th anniversary of the publication of Jane Austens Pride and Prejudice^ 
join Chawton House in celebration when a special spinningwheel will be unveiled

hawton House Museum in Hampshire, the 
cottage where Jane lived with her mother and 
sister for the last eight years other life is 
planning a range of events to coincide with this 
important anniversary. As any reader who has either seen 
herworkon the screen or read her novels will know, textiles 
and yarn crafts played an important part in Jane’s life and 
feature in almost all her novels. Her nephew wrote that her 
“merriest talk” was when she and a companion were 
working at making something. 

Many of the celebrations will revolve around a very special 
and recent addition to the collection: a rare Planta spinning 
wheel, that it is believed Jane will have known of and may 
even have used. It certainly deserves celebrating because if 
it hadn’t been for a remarkable stroke of luck, it could have 
been lost to the world forever. 

It belonged to the Bonham Carter family but, as it was in a 
sad and sorry state, it was about to be thrown away. However, 
one of the family thought that it might be a good idea to let 
someone from the Winchester M useum have a look at it first 
and, to their surprise, they were told that the Museum were 
interested and would take it in order to do some research. 

By coincidence two of the country’s leading experts on 
spinning wheels were in Hampshire, looking for items which 
might prove to be interesting additions to their database of 
over 800 wheels. When David and Val Bryant were led into 
the Museum stores to have a look at a wheel which had been 



described to them as something that “might be of interest 
but probably won’t” they began to feel exited as soon as they 
saw it languishing in a dark corner. At first, David hardly dared 
breathe the name but when he looked at Val, he instantly 
saw that she was thinking the same exciting thought as him: 
the spinning wheel was a ‘Planta wheel’. 

HIDDEN TREASURE 

John Planta was a Yorkshire man who was making high 
quality spinning wheels in the late 1 8th and early 1 9th 
Centuries. However, his wheels were not intended to be 
used by women who had to relyon them for a living: they 
were made for ladies who had time and money to spare and 
who were interested in spinning their own yarn as a leisure 
activity. Planta’s wheels were designed to look like small 
tables with Sheraton style legs and a drawer, and today there 
are only about twenty left in the world, as later generations 
tended to convert them to elegant tables. It was this drawer 
that John opened and there, tucked away, was a trade label 
that confirmed his hopes as well as a set of instructions in 
how to operate the wheel; something which neither of the 
Bryants had ever encountered before. 

Itwas more than probable, given the date of the wheel and 
the area that itwas found in, that Jane had known it. We know 
she attended get togethers where ladies would spin, sew, knit 
and chat while drinking tea and eating delicate nibbles. Both 
of these exceptional factors, the Austen connection and the 3

fact that it was an exceedingly rare wheel, meant that there 
could be no question of not restoring it to its former glory 
and no-one was more qualified or suitable to undertake 
the task than the Bryants. 

The wheel was dismantled and brought to their 
workshop in Cheshire where they were able to make 
a full assessment of it. When it was new it had been a 
very expensive item, the latest must-have gadget for a 
lady who wanted to impress her friends, but now it was 
in a very sorry state. It was missing its treadle and its 
footman, and also needed a new pulley; it also made a 
terrible squeaking noise. However, if we could ask Jane 
Austen she may not have found this last fault too much 
of a problem. It was her habit to write at a small table, 
facing the fire and with her back to a squeaking door; a 
squeak she refused to have repaired as it warned her that 
someone was approaching, thus giving her time to hide 
her work from prying eyes! 

Nonetheless, there were some very positive aspects 
about the wheel; it still had its elegant form and its beautiful 
pear-shaped distaff. This allowed the user to tie fine flax 
with a silk ribbon and feed the threads of it smoothly 
through. The lady who used this wheel would have been 
very particular about the colour of the silk ribbon that she 
chose; a white or pink ribbon meant that the spinner was 
unmarried, a blue ribbon showed that she was married and 
a green ribbon denoted that she was widowed. 

ANEWHOME 

The Bryants began by researching Planta wheels and 
then the slow and painstaking business of restoration 
started. Chawton House Museum took a very keen 
interest it and reports of the patient’s health were 
regularly despatched to the curator, Louise West. After 
many months, the John Planta Wheel was restored 



to pristine condition. It was decided that the most 
appropriate place for the wheel to live, especially in view 
of the 201 3 celebrations, would be in Jane Austen’s 
home. This was a decision which gave the Trustees of 
Chawton much joy and caused a great deal of excitement 
amongst both spinning wheel enthusiasts and Jane 
Austen admirers across the world. 

This year, the wheel is going to play a role in 
the celebrations that will markthe anniversary of 
the publication of Pride and Prejudice. Talks and 
demonstrations on it are planned and there will also be 
plenty of other activities at Chawton which yarn and 
textile lovers may find of interest, reflecting the pleasure 
that Jane and her family took in this area. 

In Regency England, ladies of Jane Austen’s class would 
spend a great deal of time spinning and then turning that 
yarn into materials to make both their own clothes and 
objects for the home. It was possible to buy these things 
but it was seen as a distinct accomplishment if ladies were 
able to perfect the necessary skills. Obviously, only natural 
materials such as wool, silk linen and cotton were available 
but from these, beautiful objects were fashioned. 

Jane Austen’s mother was particularly fond of knitting 
and would spend many of her evenings knitting gloves 
for friends and family. Jane wrote that her mother got 
“great amusement in glove knitting and when this pair is 
finished she intends to knit another and seeks no other 
work.” However, it does seem that occasionally she chose 
to make other things such as wool on canvas rugs. Jane 
passed a critical comment on her mother’s eye for colour 
pronouncing that one rug, although perfectly pleasing 
at the edges was “dingy” in the centre. The colours of 
wools used was obviously important to Jane, as when she 
was told that her nephew was working a footstool in wool 
embroidery she wrote that she “longed to know what the 
colours were; I guess green and purples.” 

Another item which the Austen ladies liked to knit 
were bags which were known as stocking or string purses. 
These were long tubular pieces, often embellished at 
either end, which had an opening in the middle; held 
together with two rings which were pulled to close it. Jane 
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often included characters who liked to knit in her novels. In 
Pride and Prejudice, Mrs Bates, like Jane’s mother perhaps, 
enjoys nothing more than finding a warm corner and 
engrossing herself in her knitting. The elegant Jane Fairfax, 
in Persuasion, is admired for her skill in knitting garters 
and, in the same novel, Mrs Smith is helped through her 
convalescence by friends teaching her to knit. 

Learning from friends was the usual way in which 
ladies such as Jane Austen would have learned to knit. 
Knitting patterns did not appear until many years after 
Jane’s death: in fact, the first patterns appeared in 1 838 
and were primarily aimed at women who needed to knit 
socks for a living! Knitting needles were not gauged, were 
often double pointed and were made from a variety of 
materials. Poorer women usually used steel, as garments 
could be produced much faster on them but wealthier 
ladies would often choose needles of tortoise shell or 
ivory. Knitting sheaths were popular. These were hollow 
cases, usually made of wood, tucked into a belt or pinned 
with ribbons onto a dress or apron and a needle would 
then be inserted into it, thus freeing a hand. Some of 
these sheaths were quite roughly made and plain but 
others were beautifully carved and delicately decorated. 

Unfortunately, none of the Austen knitting sheaths 
survived but Chawton does have other items which 
have a strong connection to Jane. Displayed there is a 
beautiful needle case which Jane embroidered for her 
niece, Louisa and which she presented to her with a 
hand written note: “With Aunt Jane’s love.” She enjoyed 
embroidering with both wool and silks; it was said that her 
needlework “both plain and ornamental” was excellent. 

In Pride and Prejudice, Elizabeth Bennet takes refuge in 
her embroidery when Mr Darcy paid her an unexpected 
visit and carpet work, wool embroidery on canvas, is 
mentioned in several other novels. 

OTHER NEEDLECRAFTS 

The museum is very proud of the needle case but the 
piece which most appeals to Louisa West, curator at 
Chawton, is the patchwork bedspread which Jane and 
her sister made together. Louisa explains: “Firstly, we 



have a letter written by Jane to her sister Cassandra, 
whom is away, in which she asks her if she has 
remembered to collect pieces for the patchwork as it is 
‘now at a standstill.’ Cassandra must have remembered 
as the quilt was finished. It certainly needed a lot of 
material, as it is made up of 64 chintz fabrics including 
the centre piece which shows a basket of flowers design. 

“Itwasohginally hung over a rail but this was not ideal, 
as it became dirty and too much strain was placed on the 
stitching which had been sewn on the cross. Three years 
ago, a major project was announced in which the quilt 
was cleaned and conserved by a specialist team. It now 
covers a tent bed of the type we know that Jane slept in 
and the room is kept at the correct ambient temperature 
for it. In addition, the room is also dust and finger free, 
with lighting coming on only when someone is looking 
at it. When the quilt was first placed upon the bed, I found 
myself alone in the room with it and it was a very special 
moment, being alone and so close to something which 
Jane had actually made: bliss! Quite often in Chawton, 
people say they feel as if Jane has just walked out of 
the room and I often experience this. This was her last 
home, the place where she achieved literary greatness 
and yet we are also surrounded by things that she made 
with her own hands, such as a lace collar and muslin 
scarf. She was talented with her needle and we only 
have to read her letters and novels to see the keen and 
lively interest that she took in yam and textiles. It is so 
wonderful that we can now also call ourselves home to 
this beautiful and rare spinning wheel. 201 3 is going to 
be such an exciting year both for those who admire Jane 
the novelist and those who are interested in her skills as 
a needlewoman!”

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The hat can be made into a slouchier style by 
working one or two extra pattern repeats before 
beginning the decreases. 

It is worked in the round, and the shaping is handled 
by reducing the number of stitches between each 
vertical 'stripe’ or slipped stitch. While the sample 
shows 2 contrasting colours, it could also be worked 
in a single-colour, where the slipped stitches work to 
create a subtle textured variation. 

HAT 

With MC, cast on 90 sts. Do not join. 

Work in K1, P1 Rib stitch until piece 
meas 4cm/1 .5in from cast on. Do not turn at end of 
last row. 

Place first 6 sts of row onto a piece of scrap yarn. 

Join rem 84 sts to work in the round. 

Set-up rnd: *Pm, k6; rep from * to end. 

Work Rnds 1-8 of Pattern Stitch until hat measures 
approximately 1 5cm/6in from cast on, ending with 
Rnd 2 of pattern. 

Rnd 3 (Dec rnd): With CC, *sl1 wyib, knit to marker, 
sm, sll wyib, k2tog, knit to marker, sm; rep from * to 
end. 77 sts 

Rnds 4-5: Work Rnds 4-5 of Pattern stitch. 

Rnd 6 (Dec rnd): With MC, *sl1 wyib, k2tog, knit to 
marker, sm, sll wyib, knit to marker, sm; rep from * 
to end. 70 sts 




Rnd 7: Work Rnd 7 of Pattern Stitch. 

Rnd 8 (Dec rnd): With MC, *sl1 wyib, k2tog, knit to 
marker, sm; rep from * to end. 56 sts 
Rnd 9: Work Rnd 1 of Pattern stitch. 

Rnd 10 (Dec rnd): With CC, *drop yo from LH 
needle, sll wyib, k2tog, knit to marker, sm, drop yo 
from LH needle, sll wyib, knit to marker, sm; rep 
from * to end. 49 sts 
Rnd 11: Work Rnd 3 of Pattern Stitch. 

Rnd 12 (Dec rnd): With CC, *sl1 wyib, knit to marker, 
sm, sll wyib, k2tog, knit to marker, sm; rep from * 
to end. 42 sts 

Rnd 13: Work Rnd 5 of Pattern Stitch. 

Cut CC. Cont with MC only. 

Rnd 14 (Dec rnd): *SI1 wyib, k2tog, knit to marker, 
sm, rep from * to end. 28 sts 
Rnd 15 (Dec rnd): *K2tog, rep from * to end. 14 sts 
Rnd 16 (Dec rnd): *K2tog, rep from * to end. 7 sts 
Cut yarn, leaving 20cm/8in tail. Using tapestry 
needle, draw yarn end through rem sts. Pull tight 
and secure on WS. 

Place 6 sts from scrap yarn on needle. Attach MC to 
sts and work 5cm/2in in est K1, PI Ribbing, slipping 
first St of each row k-wise. Cast off. 

FINISHING 

Block knitting. Sew placket trim to side 
of hat, overlapping ribbed edge. Sew 2 
decorative 

buttons on placket. Weave in ends.

We have a talented group of designers here afYarnwise and 
we thought it was about time to get to know them a little better! 
This month we feature Rita Taylor

RITA TAYLOR has been a highly regarded knitwear 
designer in the Yarnwise office for some time now and 
we thought it was high time that we got to know her a 
little better. Our chat starts off on shaky ground as we 
are unable to pin down how many years Rita has been 
knitting; she jokingly answers “fartoo manyyears to 
commit to print!” 

Implying that she has been knitting for some time we 
move on and ask just what it is that keeps her knitting? 

“I am keen on the 
history of knitting and 
thefeelingthatlam 
continuing a tradition 
that began centuries 
ago. I started a branch 
of the Knitting & 

Crochet Guild here in Norfolk so that I can pass on these 
techniques to other knitters. But, for my own satisfaction, 

I love the feel of the yarn and the rhythm of the actual 
knitting process.” With such a love for the craft it makes us 
wonder how Rita began knitting and it turns out it is a 
familiar story: “Like many people, I began by knitting 
clothes for my teddy bear. My mother also made us some 
pipe cleaner dolls which my sister and I then knitted 
clothes for using sewing cotton and hat pins as needles. 
Eventually I progressed onto knittingthings for myself 
using thickeryarn and bigger needles! My first piece was 
a thick fisherman’s rib jumpertowearwhen I played in goal 
for my school hockey team.” 

FINDING INSPIRATION 

Rita explains that inspiration comes from a shape in her 
mind which then snowballs into deciding what type ofyarn 
is required. “I think, initially, my inspiration is a shape, which 
often suggests a type ofyarn. For example, do I want it 
to drape softly, do I want a misty look, or do the stitches 
need to be well defined, as in a cabled garment?The 



things I see around me - nature, landscape, 
architecture - often suggest the colourway and the 
stitch pattern. I don’t keep a notebook specifically for 
ideas but I always have pencil and paper somewhere 
near at hand. I also take photographs for inspiration, 
landscape, buildings, or the amazing colours of the 
skies in Norfolk. I am also inspired by my collection of 
old patterns; it’s amazing how often the same style 
comes round again.” Maybe those early days wearing a 

thickfisherman’shb 
jumper had an 
impact on Rita’s 
designs. We ask her 
what her favourite 
garments or 
accessories a re to 
create and it seems like those days have stayed with her. 

“I like anything with an element of tradition in the design. 

I prefer classic styles that won’t date. Perhaps that is 
why I like designing men’s garments as these seem to 
stay in fashion for longer than women’s styles.” 

Rita certainly enjoys Fair Isle and Gansey knits and this 
matches traditional elements but what is it that intrigues 
her? “The knitters of the past didn’t have Ravelry or banks 
of free patterns from which to create their designs. They 
had their own notebooks where they would draw a stitch 
pattern, from their heads or from something they had 
seen elsewhere, and from these they would create the 
most beautiful coloured ortextured designs. I feel that 
when I am knitting a Fair Isle, Aran or Gansey sweater I am 
acknowledging the debt that we owe to these skilful and 
talented people.” 

Designing is not always straightforward though. Rita 
reveals her biggest challenge is organisation. “I seem to 
work best under pressure and things can get a bit chaotic 
at times. I’m also notvery good with numbers, so working 
out all the different sizes can be a bit daunting.”

Having said that though, her worries and challenges do pay off 
as she has designed forThe Nude Ewe and Blacker Designs. So 
how does the design process differ here? How different is it to 
design for other companies and is she given a brief? How ‘open’ is 
the design process? “The yarn is usually the starting point for 
these designs, often followed by a theme, which was Apple Day, 
in the case of the Nude Ewe. Having a theme is a great help. 

It makes me more focused.” 

Not only has she designed 
forThe Nude Ewe and 
Blacker Designs, she has as 
previously mentioned 
designed for us. So what 
have been her favourite 
designs for Yarnwise so far and why? “I loved the Cricket Pullover 
(issue 51), Sue Blacker’s Blue Faced Leicester yarn is wonderful to 
knit with and produces a traditional looking garment, but with a 
softer touch. I’m not really one for fussy designs but neither do 
I like anything too plain, and since I love sport too, this one was 
bound to be a favourite!” 

While we commission in advance, we wonder just how long it 
takes Rita to get from the initial idea to the finished design and 
knitted sample? 

“This varies. Sometimes the process takes a number of days, 
from the initial idea, which gradually gets changed until it is ready 
for swatching. That can also take more than one attempt, if the 
yarn seems wrong, or if the stitch pattern won’t fit neatly into the 
shape. ForestJumperCpage 56) took a lot of twiddling, but the Fern 
Cardigan (which will be featured in Issue 58, see page 95 fora 
preview) came virtually unchanged from my original sketch. From 
idea to finished garment this one probably took three weeks.’ 

FORWARD PLANNING 

As Rita previously admits her organisation could be a little better, 
but just how organised does she have to be to get ideas planned 
and knit for each season while still keeping her ideas fresh so far in 
advance? “I should be much more organised than I am; I make 
scribbles on all sorts of bits of paper, whatever comes to hand when 



the idea hits me. Sometimes these then get lost amongst other 
bits and pieces. Because I work in more than one room depending 
on the weather and time of day, I don’t always know where I have 
put them! But, every now and then I makeneatersketchesina 
large notebook, which stays (most of the time) in what I call my 
‘workroom’.” 

So with a number ofworking rooms where would Rita class as 
her workroom? “As I said, I have several workspaces, which is why 
things get a bit disorganised. My spare bedroom is where I keep my 
library of knitting books, and where the bulk ofthe sketching gets 
done. I share the computer in the study with my husband and Ido 
the pattern writing there when he is out cycling. When lam knitting 
during the day I sit in the conservatory, which looks out on the 
garden and is very relaxing. When it turns too cold to sit there I 
move into the sitting room and the comfort of the wood burning 
stove. But in the summer, I sit in the garden, and sometimes get 
tempted away from my knitting for a bit of weeding.” 

ALOOKTHROUGH HISTORY 

Not only has Rita been extremely busy designing beautiful patterns 
but she has also had a number of books published -/Cn/tt/ng* 200 
O&A, A Stitch in Time: Heirioom Knitting Skiiis (due out February 
201 3) and Heirioom KnittingSkiiis:A Stitch in Time, set for release 
March 2013. She also recently released Knit Vintage: More than 20 
patterns for stariet sweaters & other knitwear from the 1930s, 
7940s(S'7950salongside MadelineWeston, and wewere keen to 
know more about this collection. “The first step was sifting through 
lots of patterns, discarding some that didn’t look as though they 
would work now. Searching through lots of old patterns with 
Madeline to find the ones thatwould translate well to today was fun 
and because my interest lies in the history of knitting, researching 

this aspect with Madeline was 
very stimulating. Once decided 
we went to London to meet the 
publisher, who made thefinal 
choice. Choosing and trying out 
yarns came next and because 
we wanted to keep the ‘feel’ of 
the originals, this proved more difficult than we first thought. But 
the yarn supplierswere very generous and we had some gorgeous 
fibres to try out. Finally, when all the pieces had been knitted they 
had to be photographed and I think Debi Treloar and the models 
created some really beautiful pictures.” 

With a life surrounded by knitting, what does Rita do when she 
hasn’t got needles and yarn in her hands. How does she unwind? “I 
love gardening and try to spend at least half an hour a day outside, 
even if it is only walking around and planning changes. I also enjoy 
cycling and watercolour and pastel painting.” 

When we ask Rita to look into her crystal ball we wonder what her 
spring/summerandautumn/winterknitwearfashion forecasts are 
for 201 3? “I sense that shapes will be looser and more relaxed than 
they have been lately. And while Arans and Fair Isles will continue to 
be popular there will also be a return to the geometric designs that 
are reminiscent ofthe Op-Art fashions.’ 

When asked what this year will hold for her Rita tells us, “I think 
that 201 3 will be a less busy year as there are no more books in the 
offing at present. Perhaps there will be more time for designs for 
Yarnwisel” With that teaser, we just had to ask if she can let us in on 
anyfuturedesignsthat will be featured soon (do n’t worry, we wo n’t 
tell anyone!) “I’m working on another man’s sweater but also a 
pretty, long-line cardigan forthe summer” she said, remaining 
secretive. “You won’t have long to wait though!”

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Emily Ocker’s 
Circular Cast On 

Famously brought to the attention of knitters as 'Emily Ocker’s Circular 
Beginning’ by Elizabeth Zimmerman, this is a technique worth mastering! 

T here is an increasingtrend for 

knitting seamlessly, in-the-round 
and top-down, and knitting from 
the centre-out is a continuation of 
this. Elizabeth Zimmerman used itforthe start 
other now legendary Pi Shawl. This method is 
sometimes also listed in knitting manuals as a 
Pinhole or CircularCast On. 

Emily Ocker’s is a cast on for knitting that’s 
worked with a crochet hook, but should you 
happen to be as useless with a hook don’t be 
put off- this is a cast on method that’s worth 
mastering, and there are ways to subvert the art 
of crochet to your own ends. For the crocheters 
among us, I am reliably informed that it’s 
immediately recognizable as a variation on an 
‘adjustable loop’ or ‘magic ring’. 




Look - no holes! This cast on is ideal for 
the bottom of bags

USINGTHECASTON 

Many projects can be started using this cast 
on - circular shawls, blankets and doilies, 
hats, bags, teacosies and toe-up socks 
can be started in the same way, with the 
initial number of stitches and placement of 
increases varying to produce a flat or cupped 
piece of fabric. There are several ways to 
start from the centre-out, but the particular 
advantage of Emily Ocker’s is that it’s strong 
whilst being very neat, enablingyou to 
completely close the hole at the start, which 
makes it particularly good for the bottom of a 
bag. By taking a little extra care when darning 
in the loose end you can even make it perfectly 
reversible, which is difficult when closing a 
hole left by other cast-ons- this is particularly 
advantageous for shawls and blankets. 

LIMITATIONS 

This cast on method is only suitable for use 
with strong, smooth yarns. As the stitches 
are cast on over a loop of the yarn which is 
laterpulled up tight, the yarn mustbeableto 
move over itself freely and not break when 
pulled. Therefore a boucle, thick-and-thin, or 
otherwise lumpy yarn is unsuitable. Similarly, a 
loose-spun, single-ply, oryarn made from short 
fibres may not prove strong enough when 
pulled to close the hole.

WHY CHOOSE EMILY 
OCKER'S CAST ON? | 



There are so many circular 
cast ons available- a quick 
google search will amaze 
you and probably keep you 
occupied for hours trying 
them all out! So, what is 
it that makes this one so 
special? Apart from being 
endorsed by the legendary 
Elizabeth Zimmerman, it 
is a strong, stable cast on. 
Once mastered, there is 
very little that can go wrong. 
The chances of twisting this 
cast on (and ending up with 
a moebius strip) are slim, 
and you don't need to be a 
contortionist to work it. An 
added bonus is that once 
you can work this cast on 
and are comfortable holding 
your crochet hook, you have 
effectively conquered the 
crochet slip stitch. Why not 
go the whole hog and learn 
to crochet, too? 




2 Usingyour left hand, hold the loop where 
the strands cross between your thumb 
and ringfingers. You will be makingyour 
stitches through this loop, so if it is too large 
and floppy, or too small and fiddly, you will find 
the work difficult. The right size will depend 
upon how stiff youryarn is and how many 
stitches you are going to make, but remember 
that you will be pulling this loop closed later so 
bigger is better than smaller. From this point it 
is referred to as the ‘centre loop’. 
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3 Holding the crochet hook in your right 
hand, insert the hook through the centre 
loop from front to back and right to left. 




4 Pull a loop of the workingyarn through 
the centre loop from back to front. 







the left side of the centre loop (not going back 



through it) and catch the strand of working 
yarn again. 




6 Bring a loop of workingyarn back through 
the loop you have just made. This is your 
first stitch. 




7 Pull the working yarn so that the first stitch 
sits neatly tensioned on your hook, and 
leave it there. Note that the tail and centre loop 
are now twisted about each other if you lift your 
thumb away from where the strands crossed 
when originally making the centre loop. 




8 Repeat steps 3-6 to make your second 
stitch, pulling the loops through so that 
the second stitch sits over the twists of the 
centre loop and tail, to the left of the first stitch 
as the work is facing you. You might find it 
helpful to loosely hold the first stitch in place 
against the hook with your right index finger 
so that you can see what you are doing, as the 
work has a tendency to twist about until you 
have established a few stitches.

As 
you are darning in one end of 
the central loop, ensure that 
you thread it through in the 
correct direction oryou will 
be in danger of undoingthe 
central loop and unravelling 
the cast-on. 



ADDITIONAL NOTES 

For those who find it difficult to 
crochet in the prescribed manner 



If you are a confirmed ‘thrower’, you may find 
the whole process easier if (at step 2) you hold 
the central loop between the thumb and index 
or second finger of your left hand, where the 
strands cross. The working yarn will be taken 
care of by your right hand. You may change the 
way you hold the piece at any point in order to 
tension the centre loop or any part of the work 
to your advantage. Hold the crochet hook in 
your right hand as though it were a knitting 
needle and tension the workingyarn around 
your right index finger as though to knit by 
throwing the yarn. Position and work the hook 
as instructed, but instead of hooking the 
workingyarn through from a position to the left 
from your left hand, throw it over the hook from 
the right with your right index finger. 

You may find thatyou automatically produce 
tighter stitches than you would using the 
‘correct’ crochet method, but take care not to 
worktoo tightly- and (if you don’t succeed first 
time), remember practice makes perfect!

If using DPNs there is no need to place stitch markers, 
but if working on circular needles, place stitch markers 
atthebeginningofeach ofthe three segments. 

There are three tiers each of three purled hearts on a 
stockingstitch background, the hearts of the central 
tier being centred on the needle junctions. If you tend 
to get ladders atthis pointthe loose stitches can be 
successfullytweaked once knitting is completed. 

The bag fastens with a twisted cord threaded 
through eyelet holes, beneath a flaring mesh of simple 
knitted lace, finished with picot points. You may replace 
the twisted cord with a 3-st knitted i-cord, or with 
ribbon, and add beaded tasselsorsmall pompoms to 
ringthe changes.

T he national rheumatoid 

ARTHRITIS SOCIETY (NRAS) 

have launched The Knit Factor’, 
a new fundraising challenge 
designed to engage all supporters of the 
charity. Members of the NRAS frequently 
say that knitting can be highly therapeutic 
for people with rheumatoid arthritis as 
the constant yet gentle motion of the 
fingers and wrists helps exercise the joints 
without putting excessive strain on them.

W ith Valentine’s 
Day on the 

horizon, many of us are 
contemplating gifts for 
our significant others- 
and some knitters may 
be contemplatingthe Ultimate Significant 
Gift: a fully-fledged jumper. If so, beware of 
the curse! 

The curse says that, supposedly, if 
you begin to knit a top foryour partner, it 
will doom the relationship. Whetherit’s 
because the knittingtakes so longthe 
spark fizzles out anyway, or because it 
turned out he really, really didn’t like hand- 
knit clothing-or because of a genuinely 
supernatural cause- knitting groups and 
online forums are full of stories of the 
curse comingtrue. 

And of course, once such a thing has 
happened, which doyou mourn the most 
-the person, or all those hours of 
knitting in somethingyou now really hope 
frogs well? 

So would you take the risk? It probably 
won’t be for Valentine’s, but I have to 
admit I’m currently knitting my husband 
a jumper-well, a cardigan. Afterseven 
years of marriage it seems a reasonable 
riskto take, and I made sure he really 



genuinely wanted one first. Of course, 
then I made the rookie mistake of letting 
him choose the pattern and come with me 
to buy theyarn. I won’t be doingthat again. 

Asimple hooded raglan top was chosen, 
in striped stocking stitch. So far, so good. 

It was when we wentshoppingforyarn 
that things started to go wrong. Instead of 
the worsted weight given in the pattern, 
my husband fell in love with some chunky 
wool in, admittedly, very nice colours. 

He’s not a knitter, so I can’t blame him 
for not understanding why that might be 
a problem.Alas, despite beinga knitter, 
and one who’s supposedly quite good at 
maths, I was unable to rework the pattern 
forthe biggeryarn. I knit a good chunkof 
it before I acknowledged that, though, 
finally havingto concede that his arms 
were not in fact 12 inches in diameter. 

I’m sure I have your sympathy when I tell 
you I looked atthose inches and inches of 
knittingand sighed... 

ALL CHANGE! 

Luckily theyarn held up well to being 
ripped back (very luckily, since chunky 
yarn works out ever-so-slightly more 
expensive peryard than 4ply) and I’ve 
found another pattern that is working 



well and is actually written forthe correct 
weightyarn. And the chunky wool does 
at least help out with another issue- 
men are generally quite a bit biggerthan 
women, so a fully-fledged jumper can 
mean a lot of knitting. With thick wool 
though, those huge sleeves and never- 
ending backs can actually go by pretty 
quickly. And my husband really does seem 
to like it when I’m workingon ‘his’jumper 
in the evenings. 

WILL YOU TAKE THE RISK? 

So, are you planningon challengingthe 
boyfriend curse this year? And if so, are 
you goingto getyour guy’s opinion on 
yarns and patterns first, or do you know 
what’s bestto pickwithout his input? 
Because it’s a lot of work- and probably 
a lot of money-and even ifyou don’t 
believe in the curse, it’s a lotto invest on 
the hope that he’ll like it, wearitand look 
after it properly. But there is something 
wonderful in clothingthe peopleyou love.
